1963, on page 5, Rabbi Silver describes how 
the Zionists in the United States were able 
to successfully influence United States for- 
eign policy on Palestine questions, Rabbi 
Silver states: 


“To win the support of the American peo- 
ple and Government, the American Zionist 
Emergency Council, which represented all 
Zionist bodies in the United States, then 
launched a nation-wide public relations pro- 
gram. Able and dedicated men, some of 
them exceptionally gifted in their several 
fields, were quickly marshalled into service. 
Headquarters were established in New York 
and Washington. Effective units were or- 
ganized in every principal city in the United 
States. A special Christian Pro - Palestine 
Committee of outstanding Christian clergy 
and laymen was formed. A nation - wide 
campaign of education through books, .lec- 
tures, magazines and radio broadcasts was 
inaugurated. Numerous conferences, and 
literally thousands of meetings were held in 
all parts of the country. Mass demonstra- 
tions and open-air rallies attended by tens 
of thousands of people were addressed by 
leading American personalities. In a critical 
moment, a march of thousands of war vet- 
erans, Jewish and non-Jewish, converged on 
Washington.” 


“Numerous local delegations contacted 
their public officials, their Governors, Con- 
gressmen and Senators in their several 
States. Many State legislatures were in- 
duced to adopt pro-Palestine resolutions and 
to forward them to Washington. We simply 
knocked at every door — the conventions 
of both political parties which were moved 
to include a pro-Palestine resolution in their 
national platforms; the halls of Congress 
where a pro-Palestine resolution was intro- 
duced and finally adopted, We knocked on 
the doors of the State Department and of 
the White House. We enlisted the active 
support of key people in every walk of life; 
authors, journalists, columnists, educators, 
clergy, political leaders — people who here- 
tofore had been indifferent to our cause. We 
spent endless hours with Ministers and Am- 
bassadors of foreign states who were mem- 
bers of the United Nations and arranged for 
important contacts to be made with their 
governments back home.”

“Leading American Zionist disclosed last 
night that Cardinal Spellman had an active 
role in the admission of Israel to the United 
Nations in 1949. Charles H. Silver said the 
Cardinal had been influential in swinging sev- 
eral South American Delegations to the side 
of the struggling new nation.” 


In the years 1947 and 1948, Cardinal Spell- l 


man was visited by Christian Arab leaders 
on many occasions, who explained to Cardi- 
nal Spellman the justice and equity of the 
Arab point of view on the Palestine situation, 
and entreated Cardinal Spellman to publicly 
declare his opposition to the dismemberment 
of the Holy Land, at that time advocated by 
the Zionist hierarchy, Cardinal Spellman 
bluntly refused to do so, stating that the dis- 
memberment of Palestine was a political 
question, in which His Eminence could not 
under any circumstances himself interfere. 
Cardinal Spellman did, however, see fit to 
lobby, and exert pressure on behalf of his 
Zionist friends, and admittedly became the 
determining factor in arranging for the ad- 
mission into the United Nations of the racist, 
anti-Christian, and unlawful kangaroo Zion- 
ist regime in Palestine, created by aggres- 
sion, massacres and theft. Cardinal Spellman 
lobbied for the Zionists, although he was 
fully informed about Zionist acts of desecra- 
tion and profanation of Christian churches 
and monasteries, by Zionist marauders un- 
der the direction of Zionist leaders. Cardi- 
nal Spellman had in his possession at that 
time, the reports of Monsignor Vergani, Gen- 
eral Vicar for the Latin Patriarch of Jeru- 
salem for Galilee, from Father Pascal St. 
Jean, Superior of Our Lady of France in 
Jerusalem, among other similar reports. 
Cardinal Spellman surely had in his pos- 
session at that time, the letter dated August 
20, 1948, sent by Monsignor Thomas Mc-

Former President Harry S. Truman, in his 
Memoirs, complains about the pressure ex- 
erted upon him by Zionists, in his capacity, 
as President of the United States, resulting .
